Prestdent Kreuger Dellvers an
Ultimatum

And War Begine In the Treansvanlsse
Expliolt News Is Mengre, bt There Ia
no Doubit of the Maln Fact,

The cvillized world wis startled Wed-
nesday morning by the news that President
Krenger of the Transvas) Republic has |s
sued u peremplory ultimatum Lo Great
Britain eotiched in the most hostile and de-
flant torms,  The ultimatum amountsl In
terma to this: Great Britain is peremp-
torily ordered to recognize the entirs lnde-
pandencs of the Transvaal, In extornal as
well as Internal affaies; to withdraw all
her troops lustantly from the Transvaal
frontier, without s corresponding with-
drawal of Transvaal troops from (he Natal
frontier; to withdraw all reinforcoments
which have been sent 1o South Afriea in
the last four mouths, and to turn away
without landing all troops now on the way
to any part of South Africa. And If the
British government did not yleld to these
demands al onee, to wit, by 5 o'cloek Wed-
nesday afternoon, the Transvaal would in-
stantly thereaflter declare war and begin
hostile operations,

[n England the week opsned with a pro.
clamation by the Queen ordering the mobill:
zation of British troops and their despateh
to South Africa,and also directing that Par-
liament assemble on Oet, 17. This action
greatly Intensitled the feeling that a erisls
was &l hand in South African affairs,

With the British troops already in South
Africa, and those now noder orders to go
thers, the entire forve avallable for serviee
will be 70,000 men. This i3 against 40,-
000 or 45,000 men of all ages and conditions
which the Transvanl Republic and the
Orange Free Stale can mobilize.

The War Is On,

The despatehies thus far recsived indi-
cateé that the Boers began moving thelr
forces the moment that the hour set in
Presldent Kreuger's altimatum  expired,
and Lthat the war s now on. Sacrétary
Vanderhoeven of the Transvan]l European
agency. officially notified the French gov-
arnment Thursday morning that s state of
war exists between the South African He-
publie and Great Britain,

Official confirmution of the announce-
ment that the Orange Froe State burghers
have entered Natal by way of Van Ree-
nen's Pass is at band, It leaves no further
room for doubt that acts of war have al-
ready been committed and that the cam-
paign has begun.

News of an Invaslon on the northern
border s also generally accepted as re-
linble. It seems [mprobable, therefore,
that & elash between the forees of Briton
and Boer can be long delayed, 1f it hns not
oceurred already,
